The ABS will conduct a National Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander Health Survey 
(NATSIHS) between August 2004 and June 2005. NATSIHS is expected to be run every six 
years to coincide with every second National Health Survey (NHS). The survey will focus on 
health service use (e.g. doctor, dentist, hospital and other health professional consultations), 
health risk factors (e.g. dietary behaviours and smoking) and health status indicators (e.g. 
asthma, cancer and diabetes). Results are expected to be available from early 2006. For 
more information contact Katrina Poyser on (02) 6252 5781, email 
katrina.poyser@abs.gov.au.

SURVEY OF DISABILITY, AGEING AND CARERS 


Disability, Ageing and Carers, Australia, 2003 (cat. no. 4430.0) was released recently. 
This presents results from a national survey conducted between June and November 2003. 
Data cover three main areas: people with a disability (including disability status, main 
condition, assistance needed/received, use of aids, use of public transport and employment 
restrictions); older persons (including assistance needed/received, culture leisure 
participation, disability status and income); and people who provide assistance to others 
because of their disability (including carer status, relationship to main recipient, time spent 
caring for main recipient, need for and receipt of respite care and reasons for caring). For 
more information contact Ken Black on (02) 6252 7430, email ken.black@abs.gov.au.

Personal Income, Taxation and Income Support Data 


PERSONAL INCOME, TAXATION AND INCOME SUPPORT DATA 


The Information Paper: Experimental Estimates of Personal Income for Small Areas, 
Taxation and Income Support Data, 1996-97 to 2000-01 (cat. no. 6524.0) will be released 
in October. It will present experimental estimates of sources of income and broad indicators 
of average, after tax (disposable) income of the population for each state and territory by 
various ASGC levels including Local Government Areas. 


The estimates, covering the years 1996-97 to 2000-01, have been compiled using a 
combination of individual income tax data from the Australian Taxation Office and income 
support customer data from the Commonwealth Department of Family and Community 
Services. Data from the 1996 and 2001 Censuses of Population and Housing are also used 
to derive simple broad indicators of average household disposable income. For more 
information contact Mark Nowosilskyj on (08) 8237 7358 or email mark.now@abs.gov.au.
